hunting when done with his business matters,

the two men when returning to Carondelet,

a saloon known by the name of Fort
onroe, and one ol them proposed to eo in and
take & drink., When approaching the saloon
they heéwrd an uproar inside, and Mr, Augus-
tine's fmend tried 1o dissuade him from goin,
im, but he, not suspecting any violence, antere
the saloon. Soms drunken rowdies were inslde
apd were engaged In & general melee, having
broken the glass and farniture. On ﬂn(\lng Lois
stute of things, Augustine retreated as quick as
posgitile, but ope of the rowdies ran after him,
and using profane and threstening lgnguage,
sttempted to take his gun away trom hym. This
Augusting resisted, but finally Lane wrenched
the gun trom him, snd struck him vielently on
the hend. Avgusiine ran away, but Lane lol-
lowed, und overtuking him struck him a terrlce
blow with the butt of the gou on the neck, kill-
megj him nstantly, when the rowdies 1an awa
from the scene of this horrible and cold-bloode
murder, Sane ime aflerwards & Dr. Payne
eomiug np the roud, fonnd the bloody corpss of
Augustine lying on the dosty road, and haviog
expmined the body and ound that the man wis
dead, immedintely gave the slarm, A crowd of
nople collected, and the tucts of the murder
wotning known, n parly of men immediately
etarted in porsuit ol Lane, and, aiter an hour or
#0 of chase, they eaptured the villain a mile or
s0 {rom the scene, uud brought him to Colum-
bia, where oue o1 the Justices of the Peage
took him in charge, and committed him
%0 jaill 1 Waterloo, to await investigation.
Lane requested the Sqoire to furnish a
stiong guard, ns be feared the rage of the infu-
visted people. This was done, but, a3 it was
generally believed by the people of the vicimty
that Lane was the same man who, rome two
years ago, mordered o woman and chuld, taey
were determived he should not escape them,
ana five or six hundred men collectad, and
overcoming the resistance ol the guard, seized
en Lane, and carried mm off to the stern and
summary tribunal of Judge Lynch; they drageed
the pule and trembling wreteh through Colum-
bia, and banged him to & tree about half a mile
from the village. When he was dead, they cut
him down and buried the corpse in a grave two
feet aeep, and Ind a pile of stones on top, A lew
dollars were lound in s poeker, which were
buried with him, and thus the murderer, with
the warm blood of his viotim <till on us hande,
metl & doom more terrible und as pandden as that
which be had causelesgly meted ont to an unol-
fending man. Augustine leaves n wife to mourn
kig sudden und tragic death, Considerable ex-
citement was created yeswerday in Carondelet
by the murder, sod vartons reports reached this
eity, in one of which a Mr. S8mith and another
wan were reported killed, but all such rumors
are false. e reul facts of the case, obtained
shrough courtesy off Dr. Hill, of Carondelet, are
ns stated nbove,

What It Costs to Get into Parlinment.

That was honorable to him and
houorable o them, and | have no doubt that
in the course of the election all that
could be done by industry and enthugissm
was pcecomplished — gratuitously; and 1 am sure
that my honerable (riend did not contribuie in
any way to ewell any unreasonable eleotion
expenece, His election ought to huve been
gratuitous; but mark 1ts cost—£2302, [ believe
it did not cort hum sixpence. He retused wocon
tribute anything, and it was very much to the
honor of bis constituents that they brought him
in gratuitously But look 1o the state of our
eleetion praciices when euch an outburst of
popular feeling could not be given effect to with-
out that enormous sacritice of money,

“1 will now call attention to two or three
counties, The subject hias not been sufficiently
dwelt upon- but 1t bears muferinlly upon the
question belore us tomight, I will fuke the
southern division of Derbyshire.
